DECIDUOUS FRUIT INSECT INVESTIGATIONS.

The pink bollworm work in Texas during July and August has consisted in 
the field inspection and destruction of volunteer cotton. The Board has been 
very much interested furthermore in the legal action taken by the State of Texas 
looking to the destruction of cotton planted in the quarantined zone in violation 
of State law. ‘The series of fumigation houses on the Texas border are rapidly 
approching completion. The station work in the Laguna has been strengthened by 
the addition of Mr. W. K. Hanson, transferred from the Texas force. 

Mr. Busck has returned to Mexico to advise with the men in charge of the 
research work at the Laguna station. The program includes a determination of the
